NEW THRILLS FOR AIR 
"PASSENGERS. 


A monoplane with, it is believed 
an estimated speed of between 200 
and 300 miles an hour is being built 
for Sir Henry Segrave, the famous 
motorist, who holds the world’s 
landspeed record of 281 miles an 
hour. : 

Great secrecy is being maintained 
about the machine, but it is under- 
ntood that it has been designed for 
fast travelling and that if the tests, 
prove satisfactory, it will be manu- 
facured commercially. 

: Not A “Freak.” 

The monoplane ig being built at 
Cowes, at the works of Messrs. 
Saunders-Roe. Although —_beauti- 
fwly streamlined and reminiscent 
of the famous Supermarine craft 
which roared to victory in the 
Schneider Trophy Contest last year, 
Sir Henry's machine will not be a 
“speed freak.” It will, for in- 
stance, have a low sanding speed to 
allow of its use by nomally experi- 
enced pilots. 

Sir Henry Segrave told a repre-

A NOVEL APPLICATION. 


An interesting point with  re- 
gard to adopted children was rais- 
ed in the Divorce Court before Mr, 
Justice Hill. : 

During the hearing. of a petition 

for nullity of marriage brought by 
Mrs. Ivy. Kathleen. Martin, of 
Leigh-on-Sea, her counsel, Mr. 
Clifford Mortimer, made what he | 
termed “no novel application” for 
the custody of the adopted child of 
the parties. 
The child was'an infant when it 
was adopted’ by Mr. and Mrs, 
Martin, .the neceasary order 
being made" in ‘accordance 
with the. Adoption of Child- 
ren Act 1926. One section 
of the Act placed children so ad-. 
opted in exactly the game position 
as if they had been the lawful 
children of ‘the adopters when the 
latter were married people. 

Mr. Mortimer contended that 
Mrs. “Martin. was entitled to an 
order for the custody of-the child 
in order that, if she thought fit, 
she might proceed for an order for 
the maintenance of the child. 

Mr, Justice Hill said that it was 
a curious thing that, although it 
was possible to make an.order for 
the custody. of the child in ques-, 
tion, if it had been the lawful 
child of the parties it would have 
been impossible to grant a nullity 
decree. : 

A decree of nullity with the 
custody was granted.

RECORD OF DEATH SENTENCES 
AND IMPRISONMENT. 


GOVERNMENT ADAMANT. 


The British Government's refusal to interfere regarding 
the religious’ persecution in Russia was again stressed in a 
debate in the House of Lords when the Primate detailed 
twenty cases of persecution which he said he was convinced 
were authenthic. In these cases 71 persons were sentenced 
to be shot and 112 sentenced to terms of imprisonment. He 
suggested six points which he’ considered should be brought 
to the notice of the Soviet Ambassador in London. 

Replying, Lord Parmoor said that before any Government 
could act there must be overwhelming proof that the wrongs 
were so galling as to become the concern of the whole civilised 
world and also must have good reason to hope that its action 
would really alleviate such’ wrongs. 

Lord Parmoor said the Government had no intention of 
breaking off relations with Russia. He refused to publish 
communications from the British Ambassador at Moscow.
